■  WhatisCOMEC? 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Employees'  Campaign  is  governed 
by  Executive  Order  No.  354  issued  by  former  Governor  William  F.  Weld. 
COMEC  is  the  only  authorized  solicitation  of  employees  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  workplace  conducted  on  behalf  of 
charitable  organizations.  The  COMEC  payroll  deduction  campaign  is 
conducted  under  the  authority  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  for 
Administration  and  Finance.  Each  year,  interested  parties  apply  to 
be  the  Local  Campaign  Manager  in  one  of  the  five  campaign  regions. 
One  Local  Campaign  Manager  applies  to  be  the  Statewide  Campaign 
Manager.  This  year,  area  United  Ways  have  been  selected  for  this 
position.  The  Local  Campaign  Managers  oversee  the  application 
process,  production  of  materials,  and  administer  the  central  receipt 
and  accounting  function  for  all  cash  and  payroll  deduction  pledges. 
Each  region  also  has  an  Employees  Campaign  Committee,  which  is 
made  up  of  state  employees  who  are  responsible  for  the  conduct 
and  success  of  the  campaign.  The  Local  Campaign  Managers  report 
to  the  Employees  Campaign  Committee.  Representatives  from  each 
Employees  Campaign  Committee  make  up  the  Statewide  Employees 
Campaign  Committee,  which  governs  the  appeals  process  and  must 
approve  campaign  schedules  and  materials. 

■  Why  COMEC? 

To  keep  things  simple  and  spare  you  from  repeated  requests  for 
contributions,  the  Commonwealth  allows  only  one  on-the-job 
fund-raising  campaign.  COMEC  saves  you  time  and  is  extremely 
cost-efficient.  Statewide,  90  percent  of  every  dollar  you  pledge 
provides  services  to  people  in  need. 

■  What  is  the  easiest  way  to  give? 

Payroll  deduction  is  the  easiest  and  most  efficient  way  to  give  to 
COMEC.  Just  a  small  contribution  out  of  each  paycheck  can  mean 
a  lot  to  a  family  needing  counseling  because  of  a  job  loss,  a  young 
child  who  needs  medical  care  for  a  serious  illness,  or  to  help  the 
environment  recover  from  a  manmade  disaster.  For  example,  as  little 
as  $2  per  week  for  a  year  adds  up  to  $104,  which  is  enough  to  buy 
eight  winter  blankets,  100  meals  for  seniors,  or  eight  group  therapy 
sessions  for  battered  women.  What  would  your  gift  mean  to  someone? 

■  If  my  circumstances  change,  can  I  change  my  pledge? 

Absolutely.  Simply  notify  the  payroll  office  and  the  change  will 
be  made. 


■  How  is  my  gift  distributed? 

That  is  up  to  you.  When  you  give  to  COMEC,  you  have  the  choice 
of  designating  all  or  part  of  your  gift  to  a  particular  agency  or 
federation  listed  in  this  brochure. 

■  What  happens  to  my  gift  if  I  do  not  designate? 

The  distribution  of  undesignated  dollars  will  be  based  on  the  total 
dollars  expended  on  programs  and  services.  All  participants  in  COMEC 
are  eligible  to  submit  to  the  Local  Campaign  Manager  the  total  dollars 
spent  within  the  local  campaign  area  on  their  programs  and  services. 
These  totals  are  added  together  for  each  agency  and  federation  to 
form  a  dollar  base.  The  undesignated  dollars  from  the  campaign  will 
then  be  distributed  pro  rata  from  this  base. 

■  What  about  the  percentage  number  at  the  end  of  every 
charity's  name? 

The  percentage  number  at  the  end  of  every  agency's  name  is 
the  fund-raising  and  administrative  expense  of  each  agency. 
The  fund-raising  and  administrative  expense  is  the  agency's  cost 
of  doing  business.  £ach  fund-raising  and  administrative  expense 
was  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  COMEC  Regional  Committees. 

■  What  if  I  know  the  participating  agency  I  want  to  support 
and  I  cannot  find  it  in  my  region? 

The  brochure  is  divided  into  six  sections,       e  ^nting  five  specific 
regions  and  one  multi-regional  section.  Ag   icies  approved  in  your 
region  may  appear  either  in  the  specific  regional  listing  or  in  the 
multi-regional  listing.  If  you  know  the  participating  agency  you 
want  to  support,  be  sure  to  check  both  listings.  There  is  also  a 
complete  alphabetical  listing  at  the  end  of  this  booklet.  Please  note 
that  we  cannot  process  write-ins  or  codes  that  do  not  correspond 
with  an  agency  participating  in  this  year's  campaign.  Agency  codes 
may  change  from  year  to  year. 

■  Can  I  be  acknowledged  for  my  gift  from  the  agency  I  designate? 

Yes.  You  can  request  that  the  agency(ies)  you  give  to  acknowledge 
your  gift.  Just  check  the  box  requesting  an  acknowledgment  and 
write  your  name  and  address.  The  Local  Campaign  Manager  will 
forward  your  request  to  the  proper  agency (ies).  The  information  you 
provide  will  remain  confidential  and  cannot  be  used  for  solicitation 
purposes.  It  is  up  to  the  agency  to  respond  to  your  request.  COMEC 
is  not  responsible  if  an  agency  does  not  acknowledge  your  gift. 
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A  Message  to  State  Employees 

Empower  and  unite  employees  in  support  of  charitable  giving  ... 
is  the  theme  and  vision  adapted  by  your  employees'  Strategic 
Review  Committee  to  guide  COMEC's  efforts  to  be  responsive 
to  your  values,  preferences,  and  expectations  for  charitable 
giving.  Focus  groups  were  conducted  across  the  state  during 
February  and  March  1997.  As  a  result,  plans  have  been 
proposed:  to  better  inform  you  about  the  results  and  human 
impact  of  your  donation;  to  respond  more  effectively  to  your 
concerns  and  objections;  to  provide  timely  acknowledgment 
and  recognition  of  your  support  for  charitable  giving;  to 
reduce  campaign  costs;  and  to  ensure  that  your  COMEC  donation 
remains  private,  confidential  and  voluntary.  Over  the  years 
your  contributions  have  made  a  truly  significant  difference 
in  the  lives  of  children,  families  and  communities  across  the 
state,  the  country  and  the  world.  But  we  all  know  there 
is  so  much  more  that  could  be  accomplished.  That's  why 
your  concerns  and  suggestions  for  improving  COMEC  are  so 
important.  You  will  notice  this  year  we  have  made  dramatic 
changes  to  the  brochure  which  have  resulted  in  lower  costs. 
We  have  also  developed  an  agency  information  guide  which 
gives  brief  descriptions  and  phone  numbers  of  the  agencies 
listed  in  the  brochure.  We  hope  you  will  find  these  improve- 
ments timely  and  responsive.
